WOOD OF OLD COFFIN 


IS USED IN VIOLINS 


W inter H aven, Fla.—(/P)—Wooa 
from the'coffin of Fedro M eneii- 
dez de Aviles, Sp anish exp lorer 
and iounder of St. A ugustine. 
H a., h as been used by Dr. W. E. 
H entz in m aking two voilins. 
The exp lorer was buried in 
Vailes, Sp ain, in 1574, nine years 
a fte r he founded the ancient 
city. In 1924 th e body was re­ 
moved from its tom b to be p laced 
in a m ausoleum . The casket, a 
rem arkable p iece of w orkm an­ 
ship in Sp anish w alnut, was p re­ 
sented St. A ugustine in mem ory 
of its founder. 
T he coftin lay in the city vaults 
of St. A ugustine four years and 
deteriorated. T hen it w as found 
by R obert R anson of the Florida 
H istorical society, who rebuilt 
th e top an d restored and le tte r­ 
ing of th e ep itap h. 
From th e bottom enough wood 
was saved for a m em orial. This 
w as turn ed over to Dr. Hencz, 
connoisseur of violins and m usi­ 
cians of note.

Dr. H entz turn ed th e wood into 
tw o violins, com bining th e a n ­ 
cien t and m odern—strings and 
some woods of th e p resent w itn 
th a t w hich for 3 5 0 years rested 
in a tom b in Sp ain.

the death average for the entire 
county was 4 less than the births. 
Dr. E. I. Wooden, county health 
officer, reports that there were 
20 deaths in the county and 24 
births including those in the city 
of Rushville. The county births 
and deaths both numbered equal 
for this month, each having 11 to 
their credit. 


In the city of Rushville there 


were 4 more births than death; 
The deaths numbered only 
while the .births numbered 1: 
One birth not taken into consid- 
eration but reported at this time 
was that of Lois Ann Mohr born 
Octber 18, which should have 
been reported in last months re- 
port. 
Contagious diseases show that 


the city suffers more this month, 
having one case of chicken pox, 
2 cases of scarlet fever, one 
case of diphtheria and one of ty- 
phoid. The county only reported 
three contagipus cases, one of 
scarlet fever, and two of mumps.

of Winter Traffic 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 7—Trav 


elers on Indiana state roads will 
experience less detours this win- 
ter than at any time since th9- 
system has been under construc- 
tion, it was pointed out today in 
the state highway commission's 
traffic bulletin. 


This season's paving program " 


in which about 500 miles- were 
completed made numerous con- 
nections that provides paved 
routes to virtually all the state's 
larger cities. 


Likewise unpaved mileage is in 


the best condition possible to go 
into a winter of freezes and 
thaws, according to John J. 
Brown, director. For the past f ew 
weeks maintejiance forces care- 
fully checked each mile and 
strengthened with added mater- 
ials those weak spots likely to 
prove insufficient under sudden 
weather changes and heavy traf- 
fic.Commissioners announced that 
the department now possesses 
125 snow plows- stationed in stra- 
getic places about the state, and 
that maintenance forces are pre- 
pared to meet any emergency o£ 
drifts.

Sunday School Lesson for De- 
cember 8. The Modern Good Sa- 
maritan: Who Is He?—Matt. 25: 
31-46. 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
Editor of The Congregationalist 


The title of our lesson suggests 


the importance of reading 
in 


coneetion with it the story of 
the Good Samaritan, found to 
the tenth chapter of Luke. 


It was the great characteristic 


of Jesus as a teacher that, while 
perhaps more than any other he 
laid the profound stress upon 
deep principles of action, enun- 
ciating love as the only adequate 
and dominating motive of the 
good Me, he put the emphasis 
at he same time supremely upon 
actual conduct, even bringing 
this emphasis into the realm of 
concrete deeds. He has set for 
the world a great example to the 
way in which he combined teach- 
ing with practice. 


If one wishes to realize the 


importance of this, he need only 
contrast with it what was hap- 
pening in the environment in 
which Jesus lived and what has 
happened to most instances to 
the world even in realms where 
the importance of teaching has 
been emphasized. The devout 
Jew of the age in which Jesus 
lived had 
over 6l»j categorial 


rules governing his. life, and his 
religion was very largely a mat- 
ter of intricate distinctions and 
speculations at the very opposite 
pole both in theory and to 


practice from the enunciation of 
the simple principle of,love and 
suggestion that this principle 
meant nothing except as it was 
put into action. 


A Much-Needed Lesson 


Surely it is a lesson that the 


world of modern educators needs 
very much to learn. In our own 
age we see very largely a divorce 


goodness; The fact that a great 
college or university exists to a 
community is no guarantee of 
the purity and nobility of the 
community's life. The fact that 
a man is an alumnus of a col- 
lege does not guarantee that he 
is a useful and profitable member 
of society. A man may know a 
great deal and yet be a very 
mean and selfish individual.

ward quality and aspect but by 
the Spirit to which "it is done.

revealed the inner quality of 
their characters in their surprise 
that the King should have found 
them worthy. They were con- 
scious of having done nothing, 
more than they ought to have 
done; in fact, there was to them 
the appalling sense that they 
had done so little to meet the 
great needs of their fellow meh. 
It is only Where the true spirit 
goes with the deed that goodness 
comes to its full fruition and ex- 
pression.
